Thar the houle of Commons ſhall delire the Lords to joyne with them in a defire to His Ma- 
jeſtie, that the Prince may come to Saint lames, or ſome place neare London. 

Thar wee dehre the Lords to joyne with us in a delireto his Majeſtie , that he will Reſide neere 
the Parliament, that upon all occaſions the Parliament may have the Conveniencie of acceſſe unto

That the Lords may be moved to joyne with us in ſome fit courſe of examination, to finde out who 
were the perſons that adviſed the King to ſend thisah{were', thatthey may be removed from his Ma-

That no Charter can be granted by the King to create a power in any Corporation over the Militia of 
that place, without the conſent of Parliament.

| Kingdomes,, to put it in ſuch a way as was a'ready agreed in by both houſes, and are reſolved t6 doit accordingly. 
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
